But the depart­ 
ment’s report carried no recom­ 
mendation for or against the 
scheme. 
Under the food stamp plan, 
needy persons would use stamps 
they got from relief agencies to 
obtain foodstuffs from regular 
grocery stores. The grocers then 
would turn in the stamps to the 
government, and get paid. 
The Eisenhow*er administration 
has been distributing some foods 
directly to persons in need, as 
part of its program for disposing 
of farm surpluses.

T H E W A Y W E S A Y IT 
Probably all of us at one time 
or another have heard someone 
say in criticizing a friend or ac­ 
quaintance: "It isn’t so much 
what he say s: as it is the way 
he say s it.” It is so important 
for us to remember that the 
total responsibility of communi­ 
cating with our fellow human 
beings is not delegated to words. 
When we speak it is not just the 
ideas inherent in the words that 
count. It makes a vast difference 
how we say it. The tone of the 
voice, the expression on the face, 
the glint In the qy os—these have 
much to do with the impression 
we create in the minds of otfiers. 
The same words spoken with a 
stern jaw and a clenched fist 
sound entirely different when ut­ 
tered with a gentle ey e and a 
kindly spirit. 
We all need the help of friends 
in order to discover some of our 
most serious faults and short­ 
comings. But criticism, like eggs, 
can be served in a variety of 
way s. Nobody wants his faults 
laid bare by a tongue which has 
forgotten that all-important art 
of kindness. Some folks seery to 
lack the knack of say ing even 
nice things in a nice way . They 
can't 
talk without 
the barbs 
showing. They mean well. But 
somehow they alway s manage to 
get the rough side up in all their 
conversation. 
Other people are born diplo­ 
mats. Their speech is alway s 
seasoned with the grace of un­ 
derstanding. They are careful 
never to say things in such a 
way 
that 
they 
lacerate—and 
leave raw wounds in the soul. 
Whatever they have to say is 
alway s 
uttered 
in 
kindliness. 
Some folks can offer pertinent, 
helpful criticism to their fellow 
mortals; and wrap it up nicely 
in graciousness so that the barbs 
don’t stick out through the ut­ 
terance. 
We can take, and ought to be 
grateful for, constructive criti­ 
cism which is spoken by a true 
friend in a spirit of kindly un­ 
derstanding. But when someone 
rjps and tears into us, like a 
bull in the corn, we do not wel­ 
come 
their suggestions. 
Even 
though their advice 
may 
be 
sound, we spurn it because of 
the way in which it is offered. 
There are way s of imparting 
counsel which make it welcomed 
and appreciated. And. there are 
way s which make it resented 
and ignored. Parents, especially , 
—and 
teachers, 
too—need 
to 
study children in order to find 
way s of guiding them with their 
mature wisdom without causing 
them to spurn the counsel be­ 
cause of the way in which it is 
presented. 
Here is a master stroke of 
gracious criticism. Angus, an old 
Scottish guide, was a devoutly 
religous man—and a lover of 
good shooting. On one occasion 
he returned from a shooting trip 
with the new minister, and sank 
wearily into his chair. "Here’s 
a cup o’ hot tea for y e, Angus.” 
said his devoted spouse. "And is 
the new minister a good shot?” 
Angus puffed his pipe reflective­ 
ly as he studied the ceiling. It 
was strictly against his princi­ 
ples to say a disparaging word 
against a wearer of the cloth. 
At length he made his response. 
"Ay e. old woman,” he said. "Ay e, 
a fine shot he is —but tis mar­ 
velous how the Good Lord pro­ 
tects the birds when he's shoot- 
ingi”

When Basement 
Of Your Home 


Becomes Flooded 


There are a few basements 
that from time to time become 
flooded. 
They aren’t flooded all 
the time and may be they ’ll go 
for y ears as dry as can be and 
then there is a heav y rain and 
in p ours the water. 
One way to p rev ent damage 
at a time like this is to hav e a 
sump p ump in the basement to 
p ump out the w ater as it p ours 
in. The trouble here is that often 
when y ou hav e a storm of suffi­ 
cient size to flood basements, 
there is a failure of electric 
p ower and this means the sump 
p ump is not going to be of too 
much use until p ower is re­ 
stored. 
One way to get around 
this is to hav e a gasoline p ow­ 
ered p ump but these cost money . 
When a basement is flooded, 
only certain things are subject 
to damage and among these are 
electric motors on such things 
as the furnace, washing machine, 
w ater p ump , etc. When an elec­ 
tric motor goes under w ater it 
must be taken ap art and dried 
out and sometimes it’s p retty 
badly damaged. 
One way to p rev ent damage 
to these items and p rev ent not 
hav ing theqa when needed is to 
remov e them and p ut them out 
of reach of the water. 
Most 
electric motors are held in p lace 
by four or so bolts which art: 
easily unscrewed. 
It takes just 
a few minutes to p ull an oil 
burner unit out of a furnace and 
p rev ent it being harmed by wa­ 
ter. 
Sev eral members of the house­ 
hold should know how» to remov e 
the v arious units so that in an 
emergency they 'll be able to do 
the job. 
Be sure, of course, before y ou 
start to remov e any electric mo­ 
tor that y ou cut off the source 
of p ower to it so that there is 
no chance of it starting to run 
while y ou are wrorking on it.
